And There is Indication That There 
May Be an Ultimate Reduction to 
Three Days—This Would Require 
a Steady Speed of 50 Miles an 
Hour. 


Speed Is the passion of the hour 
and it is quite natural, therefore, 
that the success of the Lusitania in 
racing across the Atlantic at a pace 
faster than had hitherto been at- 


tulned by a great liner should have 


excited a sort of enthusiasm both 
in England and America. 

The feat is really a remarkable 
one, reducing as it does, the ocean 
distance between England and Amer- 
ica to less than five days and indi- 
cating the possibility of an ultimate 
reduction to three days which would 
be the result of a steady speed of 
fifty miles an hour. 

That is probably the limit of pace 
of journeys across the world, unless 
the great engineers who now bulld- 
ing aeroplanes succeed in securing 
a higher rate without strangling the 
unhappy victims of their experi- 
ments. 

As it is, however, the present pace 
intensifies one's perception of that 
shrinkage of the world which has 
been steadily going on for the last 
fifty years, during which, speaking 
broadly, the globe has been pract!- 
cally been reduced to nearly one- 
third its size. 

When we reach America in threa 
days we shall reach India in seven 
and Hong Kong in twelve and shall 
have, of course, by degrees, new 
ideas of the distance of those places 
from us. That must be admitted to 
be “progress.” The later question, 
“Progress to what?” still, of course, 
remains to be answered; but thas| 
man should be proud of his new 
powers is, as we have said, most 
natural, 

But we cannot help wondering 
how many have considered gravely 
what the consequence of e now 
powers must be. One political con- 
sequence at least ís pretty clear. Thé 
value of sea power to every nation 
must be seriously enhanced. It is im- 
possible to exaggerate the impor- 
ence of this effect; but there are 
some other effects which thoughtful 
men have accepted as certain that 
are, we suspect, exaggerated. 

The “federation of mankind,” for 
example, will probably not be has- 
tened. That depends upon changes 
other thun those in the speed of 
communication. Years ago a swim- 
mer, Capt. Webb, actually swam the 
channel between England and 
France. Yet for 600 years the ert- 
istence of that channel helped to 
maintain a perfect severance be- 
tween the countries and their states- 
men. 

There was no symptom of even a 
aesire for federation, and might not 
have been had the channel been re- 
duced to a narrow river. Very rè 
cently the boundary line between 
Germany and France was such a 

ver, and the consequence of that 
n was that the population 
of both armed themselves to the 
teeth through centuries for the pur- 
pose of killing each other,

Thrives Equally in Times of Finan- 
cial Depression, 

The work of road building is pe- 
culiar among the Industries of men 
from the fact that it seemr to thrive 
equally in prosperous times and in 
periods of financial depression The 
season of 1907, when the tide of na- 
tional prosperity was at its flood 
point, broke ali previous records for 
the amount ot money expended and 
the mount of work accomplished in 
highway improvement. The season 
of 1905. with that tide somewhat 
checken., though it is tulleved, not 
ebbing, is already giving promise ot 
Freater deeis inan its predecessor. 

in what are iermea good times the 
people demand road improvements 
for thelr comfort and pleasure, and 
each new carriage or new automobile 
makes. a new recruit to the army ot 
good road advocates 


In less prosperous times, and when 
other industries are closing their ot- 
fices and plants and many men are 
being thrown out of employment, 
thereby ‘causing a glut in the labor 
market, the appropriations of States 
end municipalities are -continuous 
and the public work goes on. More 
than this it goes on at an accelerated 
pace, for when labor is cheap it is 
pocsible to make each dollar do more 
work and, heuce more square yards 
of pavement and more miles of ma 
cadam are lald. 

At the present time, judging from 
press reports from all parts: of the 
country, there is more street and 
highway work projected for the com. 
ing season than ever, before. 

Some local newspapers are assert- 
in. that these enlarged undertakings 
are for the special benefit of the un- 
emp.oyed, which statement should 
not be permitted to go unchallenged. 
It is wise business foresight for ci.y 
or county officials to secure labor— 
which Is the largest Item sf expense— 
for public woi :s when it is to be had 
cheapest. It is not the part of wis- 
dom, „owever. to make places for 
untrained and unskilled help on 
works that are to be permanent as 
Neither dees it mit- 
gate the charity when cn incompe- 
tent laborer is fed at the public crib 
Instead of at the p@blic soup house. 

Road building, to be permanent 
and satisfactory, requires brains and 
experieuce in ail the workers, from 
the superintendent to-the man with 
the tamping bar. If the help can 
be employed s- as to alleviate ne- 
cessity without Interfering with the 
quality of the work, so much the bet- 
ter, but the quality of the work Its 
the main consideration to which all 
other things, even the charity of tem- 
porary relief, should ba subordinated, 
The increased construction of public 
works during a period o: financial 
stress is merely a business question 
of buying labor when it h cheapest. 


Ohio, Road Improvement. 


The automobile Club of Toledo 
was organized recently by men prom- 
inent in the local business world, 
and a charter secured. The club be- 
gins with a membership of 100, 
whica It is expected will be increased 
speedily to 300 or 500. Its princi- 
pal object will be to co-operate with 
similar clubs in other places In urg- 
ling legislation favorable to good 
roads. In speaking On this question, 
E. D. Libby, president of the club, 
said. “We call it the Automobile Club 
of Toledo. and that name might 
easily mislead, because the club is not 
entirely devoted to furthering the 
ends of motoring enthusiasts, but 
we had to use the term automobile 
5 der to affllate with the most 

érful organizations in the coun- 
rata which are working in the inter- 
ests of good roads in America, and 
which are almost entirely the ount- 
growth-of Interest, in the sport of 
motoring. 

“Toledo, until the o. ganization of 
this club, was the only town of son- 
sequence in the country that did not 
have some sort of good roads organ- 
(zation. The business men of the 
towu, rivers of automobiles and 
others, have shown great Interest RO 
tar, and we feel sure that this club 
wil ecome a strong Vase, for 
better highwayg In this section of the 
state and ag sucn an influence, the 
Aub deserves the active support of 
sveryone interested in seeing the 
-oads of northwestern Ohio become a 
yredit instead of a Jfsgrace to this 
art of the State.”

Christ is the speaker. _ His words 
tell His appreciation of the loyalty 
ot His followers. His exquisitely 
sensitive soul valued it to the full. 
There was much in Him to make dif- 
ficult the first open recognition of 
His kingship, and not less difficult 
continued, unswerving faithfulness. 
He was born ina stable. He belong- 
ed to the laboring classes. He work- 
ed ata trade. -Woen He entered up- 
cn Hs Messianic ministry He offend- 
ed the wealthy, ruling and ‘educated 
classes by His contempt for their 
convention and shibboleths, all that 
makes life “respectable” and proper. 
He falled to hold the popular ele- 
ment by His deep disdain of their 
“patriotisin.”” His refusal to lend 
Himse f to their revolutionary 
schemes and His dependence on the 
silent, omnipotent forces of love and 
triumphant suffering. 

Frankly, now, do you find it so 
easy to stand by thé side of a man 
misuncerstood, slandered, about 
whom nen lie with unexplained and 
inexpicable bitterness, who can say 
in „ pained wonder, as He said, 
“They halted me without a cause?” 
Do you find this so easy that you see 
nothing wonderful in the faith of the 
disciples? Do you find it a simple 
matier to be true to a great principle 
whe al the noise of voices is on the 
othe side; to assert the cause of the 
poor, the wretched, the disinherited 
in the face of a frivolous and world- 
ly society; to preach peace when all 
your wor'd goes mad for war? If 
you think it is a light matter, try It. 
The situation is open. Try it to- 
morrow at your club, or in the cars 
when the talk turns on some great 
social or political question of the 
hour. Then, if you win live in this 
spirit, live always in this spirit, and 
maintain a righteous but unpopular 
caus? through the crisis of half a 
century, you will understand the 
vaiue which Christ sets upon uncal- 
culating loyalty to Himself. He re- 
wards it with thrones and kingdoms. 

Let us not be afraid of comparing 
smal thngs with great. The child 
who appreciates a hurdy-gurdy is of 
the same spirit as Beethoven or Wag- 
per. The boy at school who refuses 
to bully the weak and truckle to the 
strong is made of the stuff of which 
heroes are made. The man who re- 
c ves a prophet in the name of a 
prophet—who recognizes a prophet 
when he sees one—jas sure of a pro- 
phet’s reward, and he who gives a 
cup of cold water to a disciple in the 
disciple spirit must share the disci- 
ple's honor. 

We own our weakness. We de- 
plore our faults. We confess that 
we have ¢ome short of our own Ideal 
of manly fortitude. But all the 
same there is this in your life, and 
zhe world and death and hell cannot

Affected by Special Diets in 
Agricultural Station Tests. 


The New York Exferiment Sta- 
tion studied the effect of different ra- 
Tone 
laid by hens fed with a highly nitro- 
genous ration were inferior to those 
from hens fed with a carbonaceous 
ration. They had a disagreerhle 
flavor and odor, the eggs and yoko 
were smaller and the keeping quali- 
tles inferior. In the test at the 
Massachusetts (Hatch) Experiment 
Statior to compare clover given as 
the green portion of a ration for lay- 
ing hens it was found that the „gar 
produced on the former ration, al- 
though heavier and possessing a 
higher percentage of dry matter, Dro- 
teln and fat, were inferior in flavor 
and cooking qualities to eggs pro- 
duced on the ration callei clover. 

A small quantity of chopped wid 
onion tops and bulbs were added to 
the feed of a number of hens. After 
about two weeks the onion flavor was 
noticed in the eggs laid. When the 
amount of onion feed was increase! 
the flavor was so pronounced that the 
eggs could not be used. A week af- 
ter the feeding of the onions was Jis- 
continued the flavor could no longer 


be noticed.

your own flock.

A hon can lay just as 
meuv eggs If she is well-snaped and 
tc'ored as she could it loug-legged, 
slender bodied un Nany color from 
dappled gray ton washed-out yellow, 
It is a fact, 1 belleve, that a wall- 
shaped female will lay more than 
those of the other type. Continue 
to cull out the poorer lays und sce 
if this is not so.—Maine Farmer.

Commander Howard, of the oyster 
police, has been ordered here to lead 
in restoring order. Over the telephone 
the Governor apnounces that he 
would send all aid that may be need- 
ed and that be would have Captain 
Howard ' men do their utmoss to pre- 
vent further violations 

By letter, telegram and finally by 
telephone State's Attorney William 
F. Johnson has impressed upon the 
Governor tho need tor haste in putt- 
ing an end to the depicdations. After 
tha second repulsa of Sheriff Townsend 
and his depaties by tne lawbreaking 
oystermen Mr. Johnson wrote the 
Governor a long letter in the morn- 
ing. In this he explained that this 
Step by the oystermen is unparalleled, 
The sentiment of the whole law abid. 
ing community is decidedly for 
prompt and decisive action, be de- 
clared. Although some of the men 
engaged in taking the oy:ters les 
than two and a half inches loug are 
of standing and have hitherto been 
among the most respected caisizena of 
the county, the gravity of the offenses 
has not been mitigated in the eyes of 
the hundreds of other oystermen, who 
would no soouer take the young oys- 
ters than rob a neighbor. In his de- 
termination to punish the offenders 
Mr. Johnson is backed up by many 
oystermen, who will de the losers if 
tho unlawful tongere are. permitted to 
clean off all the young oysters. 

Most of the illegal tougiog is on 

what is known as natural rovk aud is 
open for all to take big. full-grown 
oysters. Many of those engaged in 
taking the small oysters are doing 80 
ta use them to plant on bottom wiere 
they are engaged in cultivating oye- 
ters. One reason the people of the 
county are so ¢ager for a restoration 
of respect for the law ls fear that dis. 
regard for the call law will lead to 
further lawleesness. 
So far the law prohibiting tongiug 
at night has been utterly defied by 
nearly all those who are defying ths 
other law. The next siop, it is fear- 
od, will be the use of powerboata, the 
dredgipg of the bottoma and raids 
upou private oyster beds. Already 
reports of jaolated violatious of this 
kind have been repeived by Sheriff 
Townsend. There iaa code of un- 
written law that is quoted thus. 


Shooting On Pirates Feared. 

“Tf a wau gots on your oyster bed 
shoot—and shoot to kill.“ 

The fear that blood may be shed if 
order ia not restored promptly is ahar 
ed by many who know that there are 
Owners of oyster beds who make no 
exception to this policy of killing or 
teying to kill poachers. 

The people in the community who 
have been awaiting an era of orton- 
sive oyater culture bolieves that this 
ontbraak will have an opposite effect 
from that desired by the violaters, 
The leading oyster settlements on the 
Sinepaxent are Stockton, Box Iron 
and Girdletree. Most of the offenders 
are from these three places and near- 
ly all of them are known to tho Sheriff 
and his deputies. The Jaw observing 
residenta of these three towns deplore 
the ocourrence, sod each puta the 
blame on the others. Just who start: 
ed it is not definitely known, although

Most Popular of the Different Breeds 
of Ducks. 

Probably the Aylesbury duck s 
the most popular of the different 
breeds of ducks. It most certainly 


fs in England, as it has been said 
that there are 2 Aylesbury ducks 


‘marketed to one of any other duck. 


The reason the Aylesbury is so 
ig that it is a bird which 
grows and matures very rapidly, and 
its white féathering and pinkish, 
White peak commend it for the mar- 
ket. There are however, objec- 
tions tc the Aylesbury which make It 
not by any means a perfect bird. The 
first objection is that it is not a good 
Inver Its laying qualities van be 
materially Improved by crossing it 
with the Pckin. As a matter -of 
fact. Pekin ducks mated with an 
Aylesbury drake will produce layers 
of much more prolific type than 
the pure Aylesbury. or Indeed than 
the pure Pekin, very often. Again. 
a cross between the Rouen and the 
Aylesbury wiil produce a hardier 
and bigger tab.e bird, quite equal 
in quality of flesh and other table 
properties to the pure Aylesbary 
Auother point worthy of notice, Is 
that many stralns of Aylesbury 
ducks are rather deilcate and neef- 
a grea: deal of attention, a disad- 
yantage which, of course, can be 
gotten over by «judicious crossing 
The farmer .ho goes in for duck 
keeping, will assuredly find more 


“profit ir good crossing than in keep- 


Ang any pure variety, for ducks pay 

to hatch artificially, either for rear- 
ins or for selling the ducksings In 
the open market. 

As far as the latter — of the 
businoss is concerned, it is certalu- 
ly a fact that a cross pred duckling 
will show itvclf more sturdy and 
more forward than any pure bred 
Aylesbury duckling. Of course, it 
duck eggs be the object in view and 
not the rearing of ducks for the 
table, the Pekin will be found more 
profitable than the .Aylesbury, but 
ever more profi‘eble than the Pekin 
is the Indian Runner, or the new 
Klaki, either of which will lay a 
great many more eggs than any of 
the old varieties. 

Generally’ speaking then the pure 
bred Aylesbury duck is not what a 
farmer needs. Summed up it may 
be salc not to be the best layer nor 
the best table bird. 


Fattening Turkeys. 


An vuxperiment was made as to 
the gains of turkeys confined in pens 
ag compared with those that ran at 
large. Those ln bens were given 
all they could eat clean of a mix- 
tute of wheat, oats, and barley 2: 1:1. 
In the morning the grain was fed 
chopped and wet with milk, but in 
the evening it. was fed whole. It 
was noted that the turkeys were ap- 
parently more fond of oats than of 
other grains, so toward the end of 
the fattening period the proportion 
of this grain was increased. A little 
grain was fed the ‘turkeys which 
were not confined, in adJition to the 
food which they could gather. The 
five turkeys in pens welghed on an 
average 6.55 pounds each at the be- 
ginning of the test.” During the 
forty-two days of the feeding pertod 
the average gain was 4.5 pounds, 
6 pounds of grain being eaten per- 
pound of gain. The turkeys run- 
ning at large also weighed at the 
beginning of the tests 6.55 pounds 
each and made an average of 1.85 
pounds. In botu cases the grèat- 
est gaits were made during the first 
three weeks of the period. it 18 
stated that the penned turkeys when 
dressed shrank five per cent less 
than those ruuning at large and 
that they were plumper and in every 
vay more inviting in appearance. 


Mark the Pullets. 


The farmer who does not mark 
his pullets each year has no way on 
earth to tell the age of his flock, 
and when he wants to cull them out 
and vel: off some he is just as liable 
to sell the pullets as he is the hens. 
Some farmers do not do any syste- 
matic culling and then when spring 
comes and the hens bave been fei 
through the winter with the younger 
females, they come through fat and 
ther, every day or two when you 
let them out in the morning, some of 
them dc not come out, and a care- 
ful. survey discloses them dead un- 
cer the roost.

Itis Being Built Up in the 
Ozark Mountains, Mo. 


ONE HUNDRED THERE 


— 


Many More Are to Come From Thetr 
Home Land.—They Haye Estab- 
lished Dairy Farms According to 
European Methods.—Cheese Mak- 
ing Their Specialty. 


A sturdy company of colonists ts 
building up a new Switzerland in the 
Ozark Mountains of southwest Miss- 
ouri. One hundred of these Swiss 
have bought land in the eastern part 
of Howell county, near the town of 
Brandsville and are clearing away 
the dense timber, building substan- 
tial homes, planting orchards and 
truck gardens and carrying on dalry 
farming acording to improved Euro- 
pean methods. Many others are to 
come from Switzerland. Six thou- 
sand acres of land have been reserv- 
ed for the colony and an option is 
held on another tract of 8,000 acres. 

~The first -Swiss colonists jn. Miss- 

ouri arrived at Brandsville one year 
ago last April and they have been 
coming at intervals since. The col- 
onists are from the north of Swit- 
terland and most of them speak the 
German language. A few speak 
French and Italian. 

This thriving colony is the realiza- 
tton of a dream of 8. R. Fry, a 
Swiss journalist, who was banished 
from his native land thirty years ago 
on account of his advanced ideas on 
cooperative communities, The ex- 
fle went to New York city and en- 
gaged in cigar manufacturing. He 
never ceased to give expression to his 
hopes. A few years ago he told his 
plans of W. R. Haight, an attorgey 
‘in New York city. The lawyer had 
broken down in health and was al- 
ready planning to come West. 

Mr. Haight became Interested in 
the Swiss colony idea and the two 
men went to St. Louis, where they 
were joined by the Swiss Consul. 
Many points in the Ozark Mountains 
were visited and finally it was de- 
cided to found the colony in the 
vicinity of Brandsville. The St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad 
aided the men in their project. The 
land was purchased and’ the settle- 
ment established. Mr. Fry is now 


In Switzerland directing his country- 


men to the new colony in the “Alps 
of Missouri,” 

Mr. Haight, the New York attor- 
ney, has charge of the colony. He 
locates new arrivals on thelr land 
and is friend and adviser to the en- 
tire settlement. Some of the emi- 
grants are as helpless as children 
when they arrive in this country. 
Mr. Haight tells the men how to be- 
gin the work of clearing the timber 
and establishing a farm. The wo- 
men, too, often seek his advice. 

The Swiss pay from $6 te $15 an 
acre for the and, with an average 
price of about $12 an acre. Moat 
of the land is sold in forty aore and 
elghty acre tracts. A tract of eighty 
acres is regarded as a larg farm by 
the Swiss, accustomed as they are 20 
Intensive methods of farming. The 
land is sold to the colonists on the 
partial payment plan, except in cases 
where they have enough money to 
pay cash down for a tract. Some- 
times the Swiss-families have only a 
few hundred dollars when they ar- 
rive, but they are at once assigned 
to n farm and given an opportunity 
to pay out on it. The timber in 
many cases when made into cross- 
ties, posts and mine props goes far 
toward paying for the land. 

When the colonists are unable to 
build) houses they are furnished 
tents by the colonization company, 
until they get a start. A fog house 
in ‘the Ozarks, however, is not ex- 
pensive, and cost of the settlers build 
comfortable homes shortly after they 
arrive, 

The land that the Swiss are buy- 
ing is thickly timbered with oak and 
hickory. The soll is a brown loam, 
and in some places the surfate is 
thickly covered with small rocks, 
This land is well adapted for fruit 
growing. 

The Swiss will adhere to their own 
superior methods for truck garden- 
ing and butter and cheese making, 
but they will adopt the American 
methods of fruit raising and general 
agriculture, They are progressive 
aud are ready to adopt any American 
customs that are an improvement 
over their own. 

It is agreed that the art of cheese 
making has reached its highest per- 
fection in Switzerland, -More Swiss 
cheese {sy imported to America than 
and other kind. Many of the colon- 
sits are expert dalrymen. As soon as 
they arrive they begin making high 
grade butter and cheese that find a 
ready market at-Brandsville. 


A creamery and a factory where’ 


Swiss cheese will be manufactured 
on a large scale are soon to be estab- 
lished in the colony. At tle pres- 
ent time the farmers are making the 
cheese at their homes with practt- 
cally no equipment.

At no particular spot has the sce 
been found to be free trem organ- 
Uns. although those isolated and re- 
Co.nized have proved to be harmless 
conalsting of active thotile rods and 
vibrios, cocoi being less numerous. 
As might be expected, the number of 
Organisms increase immensely as the 
shore fs approached. Thus, about a 
mile from the shore something like 
4,000 germs per cubic centimetre 
have been found, and this influence 
of the shore extends for four or five 
miles. 

Some hundreds of miles from land 
the number dimintshes to 600 per 
eudie centimetre, and at greater dis- 
tances to 200 or less. Of course, 
the fact that algal vegetation is rich- 
est near the shore, providing a high- 
ly nourishing hunting ground for 
the marine organism, accounts for 
the myriads usually found there. 
Samples of sea water takeh at some 
depths below the surface proved to 
contain only a few bacteria per cub- 
ic centimetre, Thus at half a mile 
below the surface only from elght 
to twelve bacteria were present. 
There is little doubt that even should 
prthogenic organisms gain access to 
the sea, as must be the case when 
sewers: discharge raw sewage into it. 
their activity must sooner of latur v 
destroyed. 

The sea is remarkable from a bav- 
terlological point of view in contain- 
ing phosphorescent bacteria, and it 
is probable that some of these are 
disease-producing, so far, at any rate 
as regards certain aquatic animais. 
Thus a bacterium has been success- 
fully cultivated from a body of the 
luminous talltrus which is both path- 
ogenic and luminous. This bacter- 
tum invades the abdominal cavity of 
this aquatic animal and all its or- 
gans with fatal issue. During the 
presence of the disease the victim 
Wines with u green light, which ts 
said to be visible nearly a, dozen 
yards away, and which persists for 
some hours after the demise of tha 
animal. It is not improbable that 
the luminosity of other marine ant- 
mals may be due to the invasion of 
this light and disease-producing or- 
ganism. 

The very beautiful phenomenon of 
the phosphorescence of the sea le 
caused by photo bacteria in part as 
well as by a variety of low forms of 
animal life. -The eerie light is in 
no way connected with the element 
phosphorus, as is very commonly 
supposed. The cause of the phen- 
omenon la respiratory exchange or 
oxidation, and aerobic function. Sea 
phosphorescence is never witnessed 
in perfectly smooth water, while the 
brilliancy of the light when it Is ob- 
served is always greatest upon the 
crest of the waves or where the water 
is in a violent stage of agitation, as 
in the wake of a steamer. Its oc- 
currence, therefore, is evidence of 
active oxidization. Could again, the 
sea be 
would cease. 

The presence of highly combust- 
ible matter increases the light A 
very simple experiment proves this. 
If the flesh of a fresh baddock or 
herring be placed in a 3 per cent. 
galt solution and kept at a low tem- 
peraure, the liquid will rapidly de- 
velop phosphoresence which becomea 
quite brilliant on adding a little gly- 
cerine or sugar, or what, in other 
words, is respirable material, It Is 
curious that in marine life, disease 
and death should be associated with 
luminous phenomena.—Philadelphia 
Record. 


“Corpse” Comes to Life.

A man died in the hospital and 12 
hours later his body was carried to 
the church to await the last rites. 
A madman entered the building, 
dragged the body out of the con, 
locked it up in a vestment chest, 
himself took the place of the dead 
man, and went to sleep, Three 
hours later the priest and mourn- 
ers arrived, and the touching ortho- 
dox service for the departed began. 

The chanting of the priest and the 
cholr, the aromatic perfume of the 
fncense, the movement around him, 
roused the sleeping madman, who 
suddenly sat up in the coffin. The 
priest fell down dead with fright, 
and the congregation fied from the 
church, followed by the madman. 
The noise and cries attracted a den- 
con to the place. who, overcome with 
grief at seelng the priest dead, de- 
sired to offer prayer for the repose 
of his soul. He went to the vest- 
ment chest to get his robe, and as 
he ‘unlocked the door the corpse 
placed there by the madman fell on 
him, and he sank down in a swoon. 
A tew members of the congregation 
who had returned, again fled witt 
cries of horror.

There fre many colns which have 
a romanti: interest for thd collector 
on account of ihelr historical asso-

saver, who struck gold pleces of va- 
rious devominations at his private 
mining establishment near the gold

While the denominations of these | 
colns and their designs are definitely 
known, next to nothing has ever been 
learned about Templeton Reld. All

obverse it bears the denomination | 
and the Inscription ‘‘Templeton Reid | 


Ageayer,"" while the reverse shows 
the words ‘Georgia Gold,” surround- 
ed by a circle of stars, The gold 
pieces of this denomination struck 
in 1830, 1831, 1832 and 1833 weigh- 
ed 248 grains, were of u fineness of 
-042 and had an intrinsic value of 
$10.06. There is one other variety 
of this denomination undated, but 
of equal rarity with the dated speci- 
mens, 

The only specimen of the ten dol- 
lar plece row known is in the mint 
collection at Philadelphia, where It 
hes been preserved. through the fore- 
slight of former United States Assayer 
Dubois, who wag Instrumental in or- 
gevizing the collection of colns at 
the Philadelphia Mint, 

Next in rarity comes the five dollar 
pete, also dated 1830. “The 
specimen sold brought $556 at one

ago. It is probably the onl; speci- 
men definitely located with the ex- 
ception of one lu the|\mint collection, 

The third denomination, that of 
$2..0, showed the same design as the 
five and ten dollar piece. It welgh- 
ed 60% grains and was of a filpenrss 
of 932. with an intrinsic vzin% of 
$2.43, A couple of hundred dollars 
would be needed now to buy one of 
the little gold pleces. 


Atter he ‘ocased cotnlig in 1834 
nothing more is heard of Reld until 
1849, when it'ts supposed that he re- 
moved his coining tools and machin- 
ery to California, where gold had just 
been discovered. There he struck 
gold colns of the denomination of 
ten and twenty-five dollars. 

The California iss des of Templeton 
Reid now exceed those of his Geor- 
gia mint in polnt of rarity. 
ay i$ known there la In existence but 
a single specimen of each denomina- 
tion and these, like the earlier issues 
of Reid's Georgia m.nt, owe their 
preservation to Mr, Dubois. 

From appearance the coins were 
struck from California gold without 
artificial alloy, und the value of the 
ten and the twenty-five dollar pivce 
was respectively about 9.75 and 
$24.60, The ten dollar plece differed 
greatly in design from any of the 
coins issued by other private ostab- 
lishments. On the obverse around 
the extreme edge are three concen- 
tric lines close together. ‘In the cen- 
tre of a wide field ts the date, 
"1849," and around the border just 
inside the circles ts inscribed “Tem - 
pleton Retd Assayer.” On the re- 
verso in the center of the field en- 
closed In three lines similar to thosa 
on the obverse, are the words; “Ten 
Dollars,“ and around the inner edge 
of the circles California, at the top 
and Gold“ at the om. 

The twenty-five doilar plece was 
unique not only in design but also fo 
denomipaton, as no other coln of an 
equivalent value was ever issued jn 
this country. It shows p single line 
Around the obverse border inside of 
which Is an ornamented circle siml- 
lar to that on the borders of some of 
our present silver coins. Around 
this inside the circly Is Templeton 
Rola Assayer.” At the top 
is the denomination jn Roman num- 
erais, XXV., surmounted by a dollar

“What was still more strange, 
both my wife and I had been dream- 
ing of a shipwreck when the cat 
awakened us, and the ill omen was 
so. apparent that I told Mrs, Bates 
to dresg and I dréssed myself.

all working desperately to save the 
Malden which was wallowing in a 
sea such as I had never seen be- 
fore.

had been working at the pumps, 
with: the water gaining on us every 
minute, decided that I should or- 
der the boat lowered and cut away 
from the Malden, The schooner was 
| leaking like a sieve, and one might 
aa well have tried to pump the At- 

lantic dry as to pump the Malden 
free of the briny. 
| “Well, what happened to the 
schooner need not take long to tell. 
She went down like a lump of lead 
and we had barely time to get the 
boat away before the topmasts dis- 
appeared under the water. My wife 
and I and the crew of six drifted for 
a dozen hours before a Far East 
tramp bound for Savannah showed 
her lights and stopped for us. We 
were taken to Savannah where we 
received every hospitality that could 
be extended to as dreay a lot of 
eight shipwrecked mariners, includ- 
ing one woman, as ever drifted 
around the coast. 

“Will my wife go to sea again? 
Well, I reckon yes. The next, time 
I get a ship you'll see her shipmates 
with me, and she has told me that

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` OHOICÈ MUTTON AND LAMB. 


Largo Profits for Farmers Who Make 
Specialty of the Mutton Breeds, 

It has been-claimed by those who 
have tried the experiment that sheep 
will eat a more extensive variety of 
plants than any other domestic ani- 
mal, Hence the great value of sheep 
on a farm where weeds and bushes 
abound. The weeds will be eaten 
generally as readily as the grasses. 
This taste for a (variety extends to 
dried weeds found in hay or straw, 
which makes sheep practically omni- 
vorous of vegetable matter, and this 
propensity also makes the sheep a 
useful animal in utilizing otherwise 
waste products of the farm. While 
there are many farmers who beljeve 
that the fine wool sheep ara profit- 
able, yet the majority of those iater- 
ested in sheep are giving their at- 
tention to the mutton breeds, which 
not only produce wool, but also grow 
to large size, afford supertor lambs 
for market, and-enrich the landa In- 
vestigatlon of the sheep industry. by 
the Department of Agriculture shows 
that this country ‘does not supply it- 
self with mutton.’ Sheep will give 
a large profitvon valuable land, Which 
is demonstrated by the fact that in 
England and Scotland, where rents 
are high, the best lands are devoted 
to sheep. In this country tye aver- 
age is about 25 sheep on 10½0 acres. 
while in Scotland the average is 1380 
sheep per 1000 acres, Hngland sus- 
taining 680 sheep on 1000 acres. Tu 
United States we have made wool 
the special object in keeping sheep, 
but 4n England und Scotland the 
2 is secondary; the preference be- 

g_for choice mutton, and the use 
of mutton breeds of sheep only. 

Occasionally a prime carcass is 
sold at a high price on the stalls of 
some leading American market, and 
yet the same quality of mutton is 
found in every market in Great Bri- 
tain; in fact, the mutton sold here, 
coming as it does largely from cross- 
breeds and common sheep, would be 
almost unsalable in Burope, for the 
reason that we have allowed the op- 
portunity of securing’ large profits 
to pass by in the vain effort to make 
wool alone pay instead\ of wool and 
choice mutton. Farmers in the Un- 
ited States are becoming aware of the 
mistakes of the past, and the best 
specimens of mutton breeds of sheep 
have been selected in England and 
imported into this country, with the 
result that the value of the sheep in 
the United States is greater than ever 
beforg Many experiments have been 
made in feeding the mutton breeds, 
in order to give the farmers full in- 
formation regarding their use, the 
Government having issued bulletins 
which will no doubt greatly assist in 
fostering the breeding of mutton 
sheep. It is not to be overlooked 
that farmers should abandon the be- 
lief that sheep are self-supporting, 
as the keeping of sheep on hillsides, 
and with liberty to roam at will, 
producing wool but inferior carcàs- 
sess, is not profitable, compared with 
providing the sheep with shelter, 
good pasturage, grain and special 
caro when the lambs come in. It is 
poe that more expense must be 
ncurred with the mutton breeds 
than with the fine-wool sheep, but 
the profits will be larger, and less 
land will be required for obtaining 
the same profit than can be derived 
from inferior sheep.

It is also a handy small mouse for 
other purposes about the farm and 
may be used for temporary rage 
of fruits and vegetables. Being on 
runners and without a floor, it may 
be hauled to the field and placed 
over potatoes, or other vegetables, 
piled.in heaps omfrosty nights. 

This sow and pig house is practi- 
cally a roof du runhers’ It is 6x8 
feet, Inside tieasurments. The rùn- 
ners are 2 inch, ‘boards, 
rafters are map’ gyt i stuff 
and four matched ix ards, The 
roofing is made of Georgia pine * 
lap, and the gables are pine si 
The house is 6 feet high at the 
ridge, and the cost of material at 
this point is $5,00, not countling 
paint.

John B., is a Wonderful Blind Man 
Whose Specialty Is Steam Craft— 
“Nat Is Tall, Reserved, and a 
Strict Disciplinarian, Some of His 
Traits. ` 
“Nat” Herreshoff has done such 

wonderful things in putting together 

wood and iron and Canvas and hemp 
in its speediest form that his name 
is known wherever a yacht floats in 
the waters of the Seven Seas. He 
hgs kept the Ameirca’s cup so many 
years from those who sought to litt“ 
it that he has come to be regarded 
on this side of the water as a sort 
of ‘wizard, Who can do anything in 
that liné, and when challenges are 
accepted the work of meeting them 
is turned over ta: Nat“ as a matter 
of course, 

When a man is called dy an ab- 
breviation of his first name, it is 
generally taken for granted that he 
is a “good fellow,” a mixer, a 
“hustling,” ‘democratic’ person. 
But “Nat”. Herreshof is- none of 
these. He is a cold, reserved, 
thoughtful, distant man—polite-en- 
ough, well-bred enough, but one of 
those persons whom one would ex- 
pect to hear called Nathaniel Greene 
Herreshoff, Esq., rather than Nat.“ 
Yet as “Nat” he is always spoken of, 
just as his brother, the blind wizard, 
la always known as John B.“ The 
Herreshoffs are a remarkable family, 
a family of geniuses,- and the most 
remarkable of them are “Nat” and 
“John B.“ These two brothers are 
the active men of the Herreshoff 
Manufacturing Cempany of Bristol, 
and they, are rich—nobody knows 
how ‘rich, for the Herreshoffs ure 
not given to a parade of wealth. 
They live quietly, comfortably, un- 
ostentatiously, and belong to the 
“old families” of Bristol. 

“Nat” first established the fame 
of the firm by the wonderful eat 
boats he built and the wonderful way 
in which he sailed them. When the 
Madge. came over here in 1881 and 
beat everything that New York 
could put against her, she went 
“down East“ and was beaten by the 
Shadow, a Herreshoff boat. It was 
her only defeat. When Burgesa 
died, the American yachting world 
turned to the rather “‘stiff-necked” 
Bristol men as its only hope for a 
defender for the America’s cup. 

“Nat Herreshoff, who may once 
more bulld a defender, is a large 
man, over six feet, if he would stand 
up straight, and bulky in proportion. 
He is*probably the best liked of the 
Herreshoff brothers, In spite of all 
his peculiarities, people have implicit 
confidence in him. Ask any one In 
Bristol about Nat“ and they will 
say, Well, all T know is he is a 
man who seldom says much.“ Once 
a day Nat“ makes a round of the 
„works,“ going through the ship- 
house and the machine shop with his 
fiead bowed as if he were meditating 
on somethigg far, far away. Appar 
ently his eyes glance neither to right 
nor left. His arms swing widely on 
either side, Nobody knows exactly 
at what hour this inspection will be 
made—if there is much work on 
hand, it may be twice a day, but 
once a day always. Novices stop 
their work to look at this large, bent 
figure with’ the short, red. beard, 
streaked with gray, and the wide- 
swinging arms. But among the work- 
men who are old hands in the Herre- 
shoff employ the rule la: Here 
comes Nat“ get_a move on; and 
they pick up some sort of a tool-— 


|a hammer, a calking iron. anything 


which will make a noise like work, 
and go at it. 

For, wonderful to relate, “Nat,” 
by simply walking through the ship- 
house, without apparently looking 
either to the right or left, can tell 
exactly how many men are idle, and 
upon what part of the work in hand 
they ought to be busy. Mr. So-and- 
50, he will say to the foreman, you 
have so many men idle here. This 
won't do. Set them to work.” He 
will designate exactly on. what part 
of the business in hand there is tdle- 
ness, To the workmen “Nat” never 
speaks—always to the foreman. 
When a pléce of work is completed, 
ne will cast his eye over it—while 
it is in progress he holds the fore- 
‘man responsible for the carrying out 
of orders.

“Because the inkfish had spread 
her peculiar coloring on the water 
about her we could hardly make her 
out. It is a peculiarity of the ink- 
fish, this spreading of avwhaze around 
her. I think here you call the ink- 
fish an octopus. Whichever it is, 
ours was actually pushing bur 3,000 
ton ship over out of the course to 
which the helmsman was trying to 
keep the Arethusa, 

“The captain ordered a harpoon 
brought out and the hook was drop- 
ped right on top of the Inkfish, catch- 
ing the monster amidships, and she 
was, with the aid ofa block and 
tackle, rigged to the foreyard, soon 
high and dry on the fo’c'sle deck 

“One of the boys was investigat- 
ing the monster which weighed every 
ounce of seven hundred pounds when 
suddenly out shot one of the dozen 
tentacles from the inkfish, When 
that was withdrawn another would 
shoot out, and in thia way the inkfish 
bent our foward stanchions, twist- 
ed the rail into a shapeless mass and 
spread ruin and damage al) over the 
forward section. 

“Darinsadt, the carpenter, had a 

bright cuggestion. None of us could 
get near to the inkfish whose arms 
were about twenty or twenty-five 
feet in length, and which were now 
swaying all around, keeping the 
crew ata safe distance. The carpen- 
ter brought an axe and when the 
first arm reached his. vicinity off 
came five feet of tentacle. He kept 
this up with each tentacle in succes- 
sion until the dozen arms of the ink- 
fish had been shortened by five feet, 
Then he got nearer and again made 
the ‘rounds’ as the arms were shot 
forward toward him. 
„ "Finally, when the inkfish had on- 
ly a dozen stumps left and Darm- 
stadt could get close enough to the 
monster, he ga /e It one blow between 
the little doorknob like eyes and that 
was the end of the inkfish on the Are- 
thusa. As the final blow was struck 
home that inkfish gave forth a squeal 
just like a rabbit. I never knew a 
fith to be ably to utter a sound, But 
the death squali of that octopus ink- 
fish will never leave my ears.” 


Surprise for an Oyster Shucker. 

As George Schuck was opening 
oysters tn the Susquehanna House, 
Catawissa, he opened one that gave 
him a surprise. It was apparently 
as solid and is sound as any he had 
opened, but when he removed the 
shell he found therein a small fizh 
about two inches in length and a 
amail hard-shell crab, the top of 
which was three-fourths of an inch 
in width. The fish was plump and 


life-like though dead, but the crab, 


was as lively. as a cricket. There 
was no sign of an oyster in the shell, 
which was 23x4. Inches.—Philadel- 
phla Record.

Nurrerous attempts have been 
wa e to design a fastener for shoes 
which will overcome the faults of the 
button shoe and yet be as serviceable 
and practica] as the laced shoe. 
Everybody is familiar with the one 
obsectidn to the button fastening— 


the shoe sel’om fits the foot properly 
until the’ buttons are ptrfectly read+ 
justed. This fault is, of course, 
overcome in the laced shoe, but the 
latter requires more labor to fasten. 
A shoe fastener patented by a New 
Jersey man and shown in the illus- 
tration appears to be a good substi- 
tute for either although it lacks 
beauty. This fastener is of metal, 
consisting of a tongue which is fas- 
tened to the shoe on one side of the 
opening and, the clamp on the oppo- 
site side.

The new temple is an imposing 
strootare of gray brick, trimmed with 
limestone and ornamented with 
bronze, on a massive Indiana lime- 
atone base. -It fronts 50 feet on 
Thirteenth Street, extending back 182 
feet on New York Avenue and 144 feet 
on H Street. It is six storied in 
height, 110 feet above the sidewalk. 
Besides a large auditorium: for enter- 
tainments and special ovremonies, it 
has lodge rooms, chapter rooms, com- 
mandery asylums, banquet halls, 
office rooms and a large hall on the 
sixth floor for the Scottish Rite Ma- 
eons. It contains ample room for all 
the Masonic bodies of the jurisdiction 
for a generation to come.

Paraguay is one of the sisterhood 
of Latin-American republics which 
enjoys a plentitude of gifts but re- 
mains poor in the midst of vast po- 
tential wealth.

He put forth his hand, and the 
Serpent, dangerous, destructive, dead- 
ly, beoame à rod, a stay, a support, a 
defence. In the hand of a strong 
man, the pernicious thing became 
beneficient, 

This is God's way in nature. The 
supremely destructve forces of the 
universe are among the zupremely 
great and supremely blessed of 
the educative agencies of life. Man 
has entered into conflict with them. 
‘and contending with them grown 
strong and. wise. **
